entire admiralty board, w ere killed, 
and at different points three army 
officers were killed in falls of aero­ 
planes. 
The only survivor of the Zeppelin. 
Lieut. Baron Von Bluel, suffered from 
both eyes being burned out.

William Sulker, 
governor 
of 
the 
great state of New York, is guilty of 
high crimes and misdemeanors, and 
m ust retire in disgrace from the high 
office to which he was elected less 
than a year ago. 
This verdict was 
reached by the 
court of impeachment yesterday af­ 
ternoon, thus 
sounding 
the 
death 
knell to all the ambitious hopes and 
aspirations of a man, who 
but six 
months ago seemed destined to reach 
the very highest in place and power 
in the land. 
The career of William Sulzer has 
lip to now' been an inspiration to the 
youth of the country, demonstrating 
forcibly the 
possibilities 
that 
ar^ 
open to the poor boy when backed 
by ability and energy' and integrity. 
William Sulzer began 
his public 
career without money 
or influence, 
but so great an impress did he make 
upon his people that 
he 
became a 
member of congress at an age when 
most young men have hardly started 
in their life’s work, and for eighteen 
years he held the place, despite the 
fact that the district he represented 
was nominally of opposite 
i>olitioal 
belief He was the idol of his people 
and they voted for 
him time after 
time, 
without 
regard 
to 
religious 
creeds or palty a ffilia te s . 
And he did notable service during 
those eighteen years iii the national 
bouse, so notable that when he de­ 
cided to retire and seek the guberna­ 
torial nomination 
he 
won 
it with 
case, notwithstanding the 
fact that 
Tammany opposed him. 
And his 
eleeion 
followed 
by 
a 
great plurality. 
But success 
seemed 
to turn his 
bead, and greed, the arch enemy of 
many public men, fastened its talons 
en him. He lost the nice distinctions 
of honor that must always accompa­ 
ny genuine success, and so he fell.

yet it is impossible for the unpreju­ 
diced observer of political events in 
New' York to predict where it will 
go.

countenance of the 
democratic 
na­ 
tional administration. 
Where 
will 
Tammany go for 
the 
votes needed 
to offset so large a secession?” 
The Tribune contends

many could have been beaten easily 
four years ago, if there had not been 
on both occasions two anti-Tammanv 
candidate for mayor in the field. 
It 
lost four years ago practically every 
office but mayor. “It should be beat­ 
en more easily now,” says the Trib­ 
une, “since there has been a great 
growth in intelligence and independ­ 
ence in the past four years and a 
ghastly div;sion has been caused in

before in our history, in 1910 and in 
1911, when it was, respectively, l,- 
186,341,000 and 1,418,337.000 bushel*. 
This is very far from

showing. Even the corn crop, 
which

short,

well with the yield of all the other 
years, save 1912 alone.

SELECTING THE SEED BEETS 


Greatest Care Must Be Exercised in 
Picking Out Only Perfect and 
Typical Type of Plants. 


The all important thing 
in 
beet 
/rowing is good seed. 
In 
selecting 
mother beets—that 
is, 
beets 
from 
which seed is to be grown—the great- 
« st care must be taken to pick 
out 
only perfect and typical types. 
They 
must conform to many requirements. 
They must not be too large or 
the 
sugar contents will be too low. They 
I must not be too small, since small 
beets are not profitable. 
It must not have a divided tap root 
or large side roots since the richest 
part of the beet is in the lower part 
of the root. 
It follows that a mother 
beet must not be slim with a long, 
slowly tapering root that growls deep­ 
ly into the ground, as such roots are 
sure to break in harvesting, 
leaving 
the best part below ground. 
Thq beets must grow entirely 
be­ 
low* ground, as the part that 
grows 
above must be cut off and wasted iii 
topping..

Answer.—When it is considered that 
Jesus con fined His ministry to the 
I small land of Palestine, a country 
scarcely as large as the Statt* of Ver­ 
mont and an insignificant portion of 
the great Roman Empire then dominat­ 
ing the entire civilized world; and that 
during tile brief period of His minis­ 
trations—three and one half years—Ile 
succeeded in gathering about Him only 
a small band of followers, chiefly from 
the poor and illiterate, and these for­ 
sook Him in the last trying hours 
when Ile was put to death as a crim­ 
inal, dying upon the cross; then it can 
be understood w hy history, contempo­ 
raneous history, has said little or noth­ 
ing about Him. 
If a young teacher or 
reformer were to arise today and after 
devoting three or four years to setting 
forth matters w’Uicb would lie regard­ 
ed as heretical and treasonable by the 
religious and civil authorities he should 
be hung or cie.*treeuted as a criminal 
and a disturber of the peace after hav­ 
ing succeeded in getting a following of 
about five hundred ignorant laborers 
in one of the far off co u n ts of Texas:

Surely the one who gave such kind and 
loving advice as this was nota “ woman 
hater.” 
The Apostle elsewhere says.

The Ix/rd did not leave this 
matter of headship optional with the 
parties concerned, but stated that the 
woman was to be a “ help meet.”

Christ is the Head of the Church. This 
was to be represented in the Church 
organization. 
As the woman would 
he in subjection to the man, so the 
Church was to be in subjection to 
Christ 


Q.— Explain Rom ans 11:26, where it 
says, “ All Israel shall be saved.” 
How 
could they be saved since the previous 
verses say, “ They were cast off because 
of u nb elief?” 
Answer.—The official casting off of 
the Jews took place when Jesus ut­ 
tered these words: “ Behold your house 
is left unto you desolate. Ye shall not 
see me henceforth, till ye shall say. 
Blessed is he that comeUi in the name 
of the Lord” (Matthew 23:38, 39). The 
clear inference follows from the lan­ 
guage used that at some future time 
they would see Him. The word “ till" 
limits the time of casting off. showing 
that it is not forever. The Scriptures 
show that the period of their disfavor. 
or “casting off,” is the Gospel Age, dur­ 
ing which time “ God visits the Gen­ 
tiles to take out from them a people 
for His name.” This “ taken out peo­ 
ple” constitute the Bride of Christ, the 
“ Seed of Abraham according to the 
promise” (Galatians 3:10, 27-29). After 
this class is selected the favor returns 
to the Jews, as it is written. “ After 
this I will return, and will build again 
the tabernacle of David, which is 
(allen down; and I will set it up, that 
the residue of mort might seek after 
the Lord, etc.” 
(Acts 15:12-17). 
In 
harmony with this. Romans 9:25, 20, 
reads. ‘7mildness iii part (or for a time) 
is happened to Israel (for how long?) 
until the fulness of the Gentiles be 
come in. And so all Israel shall be 
saved (saved from blindess), for there 
shall come out of Zion the Deliverer 
(Tile Messiah) and shall turn away un­ 
godliness from Jacob” (the Jewish peo­ 
ple). There is abundant evidence that 
the Lord s favor is even uow* begin­ 
ning to return to tile Jew, and when 
the Great Messiah has set up His 
Kingdom, for which Ile taught His 
followers to pray, theu Israel, once 
cast off. shall behold the majesty of 
His power and will say, “ Blessed is 
He that cometh in the name of the 
Cord.”

cured to make the address of the day, i Id Jhe roads, thirteen of which arc

which preceded his discovery of what 
he thought to be a short route to In­ 
dia. but which later proved to be the 
New’ World. 
In part Fr. Pompeney said: 
“The 
discovery of America was due to the 
two traits displayed 
by 
Columbus, 
perseverance and his spirit of unself­ 
ishness. 
After 
concluding, 
beyond 
doubt, th at the earth was round, and 
that by sailing westward he w’ould 
reach Asia, and thus acquire unlim it­ 
ed wealth, Columbus laid his plans 
before the royalty of Europe, hut in 
every instance he m et with discour­ 
agement, until finally Queen Isabella, 
of Spain, sold her jewels to obtain 
money iii order to supply Columbus 
with three small vessels with which 
he could carry out his plans. 
“On August 3, 1492, Columbus set 
sail from Palos, Spain, for the un­ 
known land. 
W hile on the voyage 
he was confronted with innumerable 
hardships—his largest ship was de­ 
stroyed in a storm, his crew mutinied, 
but still possessing th a t trait of per­ 
severance he journeyed onward, un­ 
til on that eventful morning of Octo­ 
ber 12, 1492. land was sighted, and 
immediately Columbus and his crew 
knelt down and gave thanks to the 
Almighty for protecting them in their 
voyage. 
And when dawn broke that 
morning the cross was planted for 
the first tim e in the New’ W orld.” 
Continuing, 
Fr. 
Pompeney 
said: 
“Columbus’ 
spirit 
of 
unselfishness 
was displayed continuously through­ 
out his entire 
life, 
but 
never 
so 
strongly as when. upon his return 
to his native land, he told of his won­ 
derful discovery. 
He received noth­ 
ing for the same, but false statem ents 
made against him resulted in his be­ 
ing cast into prison, where he died, 
forsaken by all and w ithout even the 
consolation of knowing he had dis­ 
covered a New World. 
Throughout 
his last days, while being persecuted

He declared that few of the 
Master's words have been so misun­ 
derstood as has this text, and that 
few had produced so terrible a fruit­ 
age of sin. 


Absurdity of the 
Proposition. 
The influence of the text, the Pas­ 
tor declared, is greatly increased by 
the unscriptural thought that the dy­ 
ing sinner passes 
into 
everlasting 
torture. 
Those under the spell of 
that false doctrine 
cannot 
be 
re­ 
proved for wishing to escape from its 
terrifying influence. 
As the drown­ 
ing man grasps at a straw', so those 
whose hopes for their dead are be­ 
ing held up by this error, grasp at 
the narrative of the thief, and hope 
that 
their 
departed experienced a 
momentary repentance, said “Jesus, 
forgive me,” and 
straightway 
was 
carried to Paradise. 
The absurdity 
of the proposition is crowded out by 
the mingling of the hope with their 
love for the deceased. 
Well do I remember conducting a 
funeral service which was interrupt­ 
ed by the wails of the widow'. 
The 
husband had been shot by an assas­ 
sin’s bullet in a distant mining re­ 
gion. 
He bad died not being a mem­ 
ber of a church, and by no means a 
saint. 
The poor widow’s wails, I aft­ 
erward learned, were caused by the 
thought that, not having a moment’s 
warning, the murdered man had fail­ 
ed to say, “God, forgive me,” and thus 
to gain Paradise. 
Who can blame the poor woman 
for the absurdity of her reasoning? 
Had she not been taught so to think 
by all the great creeds of Christen­ 
dom 
Had not her husband and her 
self been taking that very chance of 
having a moment for repentance be­ 
fore expiring? 
It is a shame that 
this wrong thought has been so long 
allowed to keep people back from 
making their peace 
with 
God 
in 
earlier life. 


Repentance Always Proper, of Course. 
Let me not be misunderstood. 
I 
would not discourage a death-bed re­ 
pentance, or any other. I would, how­ 
ever, have all to recognize that there 
are fixed rules 
of 
Divine 
Justice 
which forbid us to think that there is 
a hell full cf unfortunates who died 
suddenly, with no opportunity for re­ 
pentance; that there is a heaven full 
of lucky murderers, thieves and vaga­ 
bonds, who were carried 
to 
glory 
without any real change of heart, or 
character, but merely as a reward 
for momentary prayer. 
“Whatsoever 
a man soweth, that 
shall

reap.” 
Whoever sows a life of sin 
and self-indulgence 
will 
not 
reap 
glory, honor and immortality, but a 
more depraved disposition than that 
with which he was born. 
The Dying Thief’s Prayer. 
The supposition 
that 
the 
dying 
thief asked to go to Heaven with Je­ 
sus 
as 
a 
reward for a few kindly 
words is a mistake. 
The supposition 
that Jesus promised that he would 
go to Heaven that same day is also a 
mistake. 
Jesus did not go to Heaven 
that day. 
Instead, He went to the 
Bible hell—Hades, Sheol, the tomb. 
He remained dead. St. Peter tells us, 
until the third day. when God raised 
Him from the dead by Divine Pbwer 
If was after His resurrection on the 
third day that He appeared to Mary 
and said, “I have not yet ascended to 
My Father and your Father, to My 
God and your God.”—John 20:17. 
The Bible tells that Paradise was 
lost through Adam’s sin. six thousand 
years ago; that it is to be restored as 
a result of Jesus’ death; and the time 
of its restoration will be during the 
thousand years of Messiah’.-' King­ 
dom.

Punctuation is a modern convenience 
in all languages. 
There is none in 
the original Scriptures.

comma where they 
thought it should be, but evidently 
they made a great mistake, it would 
be thoroughly Inconsistent 
to 
say 
that Jesus went to Paradise 
when 
He bad not yet ascended to the Fa­ 
ther, and when the promised Para­ 
dise is to be established in the earth 
after the Second Coming of Christ, 
as a result of His Millennial Reign.— 
Revelation 21:4-5. 
Placing the comma where we have 
done leaves the passage thoroughly 
in accord with all the Bible. 
That 
passage, properly understood, leaves 
not a shadow' of Scriptural support to 
the thought that a prayer a moment 
before death would change the ever­ 
lasting destiny of anybody. 


Both Thieves in Bible Hell. 
Let us get bark to the Bible. 
Let 
us got rid of the foolishness of the 
creeds. Let us remember that a dead 
man is dead, as the Bible declares. 
‘His sons some to honor, 
and 
he 
knoweth it not; they come to dis­ 
honor, but he perceived it not of 
them.” 
“There is neither device nor 
knowledge 
nor 
wisdom 
in 
Sheol 
(Hades, the tombl, whither thou go- 
°st“—whither all go. 
But nothing in the Bible suggests 
that man dies in the same cense as 
’he brute. 
There is no hope for a 
future life for the brute, but God’s 
Word stands pledged for a future life 
por humanity. 
“There shall be a res­ 
urrection of the dead, both of the 
lust and of the unjust.” 
“All that 
are in their graves shall hear the 
voice of the Son of Man and come 
forth.” 
The Bible tells that unless* Christ 
bad redeemed the life of mankind by 
fhe sacrifice of His own life, there 
would have been no resurrection of 
the dead. But from the foundation of 
the world God purposed a resurrec­ 
tion; and that Jesus should eventu­ 
ally be the Lamb of God, 
to 
take 
away the sin of the world. “As by a 
man fAdaml came death, by a man 
rJesus] comes the resurrection of the 
dead; for as all in Adam die, even 
so all in Christ shall be made alive” 
—“every man in his own order.”—I 
Corinthians 15:21-23. 
Jesus Himself, we read, was the 
first to rise from the dead—to be ful­ 
ly released from the pow'er of death, 
lazarus, Jairus’ daughter, etc., were 
not resurrected in full, but merely 
awakened 
temporarily. 
They 
fell 
asleep in death again, and will have 
in their own due time the Divinely 
appointed opportunity for a resurrec­ 
ted 
According to the Bible, the Church 
will he the next in order, and will 
have a resurrection to spirit nature, 
similar to that of Jesus; hence the 
Apostle’s desire to share in Christ’s 
resurrection by having a share in 
His sacrificial death. 
“For if we be 
dead with Him, we shall also live 
with Hm.”—II Timothy 2:11. 
Next after the church 
will come 
the resurrection of the ancient wor­ 
thies, of whom John the Baptist wao 
tho last.

It seems difficult to many to think 
of God’s having a provision for the 
majority of our race in the future. 
Somehow' the impression 
has gone 
abroad that everlasting destinies are 
fixed at death. The only text ever 
quoted in support of this thought is 
a statement that “where a tree fall- 
cth so shall 
it 
lie” (Ecclesiastes 
11:3). Sure enough, the fallen tree 
can not raise itself, and sure enough, 
man fallen to death 
is powerless. 
There he v;ould be forever were 
it 
net for the Divine arrangement for 
bis awakening by the 
Lord 
Jesus 
Christ. 
Many of us have been too free to 
believe that the penalty for sin may 
be entirely escaped by a simple word 
of prayer, and yet reversely have be­ 
lieved that there could be no forgive­ 
ness of sins after death. 
The only 
explanation of this persistent thought 
in the minds of the masses is that 
they were taught that destinies were 
fixed at death by taking of the dy­ 
ing one over to fiery hell 
or 
to a 
blazing Purgatory oi 
to 
a blissful 
heaven. 
After all, did w*e not in confusion 
once say that everybody’, for a time 
at least, would be 
brought 
out of 
heaven, Purgatory and hell to attend 
a judgment scene—quite contrary’ to 
reason and the Bible—a judgment to 
determine whether any mistake had 
been made in regard 
to 
who had 
heaven, who had hell and who had 
Purgatory. How* foolish we have been 
—how* stupid, how inconsistent, how 
unscriptural. 


“ Every Knee Shall Bow.” 
Now' we see that the dead are sim­ 
ply sleeping until the morning, when 
all the sleeping will be awakened by 
Him who died for all. Now’ we see 
that no changes take place 
in the 
moral status of the dead, nor in the 
Divine standards. 
He who forgave 
us our sins when w’e confessed them 
md forsook them is “the same yes­ 
terday, today and forever,” and will 
be just as ready to forgive the world 
Oi mankind when in due time 
He 
shall send them light and they shall 
believe and repent. 
Surely there is no 
more 
reason 
why a sinner could not be forgiven 
in the future than that a sinner could 
not be forgiven in the present. When 
sinners are forgiven now it does not 
mean that they obtain 
full release 
from some proper penalty for their 
sins—sickness, 
sorrow, 
pain. 
Nor 
will th© forgiveness of sins in the fu 
ture age mean that no stripes will 
be put upon the transgressors. Jesus 
distinctly tells us respecting the fu­ 
ture age that those who have sinned 
against light, knowledge, will be pun­ 
ished with many stripes, while those 
who have sinned with less light will 
be punished with fewer strpes (Luke 
12:47-48). 
Take for example the son of the 
widow’ of Nain, or others of 
those 
awakened by our Lord. We know' lit­ 
tle respecting their relationship

God. This widow’’9 son 
may 
have 
been a good man or a wicked man; 
but the fact that he had been awak­ 
ened from the sleep of death by' the
